If wo have, unhappily, to light ihe.tmeric.auii,
wc must light thorn In their owu way, for they will cer
taut)Iy not adapt their proceedinga to our convenience.
Our great object must be to see that every shipa-nt tossa
la perfect ui her way, and couiplote, tor her class, at
every point of her armament aud equipment. We must
not again assume thut a '> sloop" ia a "aloop," thoi-ghthe enemy's " aloop'' may be twice as strong as
ours. We xhall not tlnd our two-d'ckers useless,but it is highly probable thut the bruut ol' the de¬
mand will fall upon heavy frigates and powerful corvettes. Even iu the smaller craft we must look
most carefully to our work, or we may come across an
Amoriean gunboat throwing liir heavier m Pal than one
of the old fashioned bri s. The Americans, in short, will
do little, b it they will do that little well. They will
epare no pains to equip a few vessels in the best jiossiblo
manner, aud they will trust to chance for thus picking
up a few prizes in the very teeth of a foe with whom
they cannot cope at large. Such a policy will show their
wish'm lot ua show ours by mooting them with their
own weapons, aud neglecting uo precaution, however ap¬
parently aupertliiouH, which may suvu ua from being
caught at a disadvantage.

It will be addressed to the Assistant Adjutant
General. Hereafter, official communications violating
this order will, except in extreme and urgent cases, be
sent back for correction to the officer lending them.

IV. All applications, such as for leaves of absence, kr..,
will be addressed on the insido to the authority, whose
action is final, and bo sent through all Intermediate com-
monitors lor their information and endoisement.

V. The order from the War Department respecting the
use of the telegraph must be rigidly observed. No mes¬
sages will be sent by telegraph, except such as in the
ordinary course «ir the mail could not reach their destina¬
tion in time to be acted upon without detriment to the
publicTiorvicc, and officers will be careful by timely at¬
tention to their duties to prevent such necessity. The cost
of messages sent tu violation of this order will be charged
to thp officer sending them.

VI. No person not commissioned nor enlisted is en¬
titled, or will be permitted to wear the uniform of the
service or military badges belonging Ui It. Chiefs of de¬
partments and officers who have civilians in thoir cm
ploy will be responsible for the enforcement of this order.

VII. A book will be k^pt at the office »f tho Assistant
Adiuiant (fensnil. in which all officers of the departmentarriving at headquarters, from whatsoever cause, are re¬
quired to register their names and tho auhorky for their
absence fn m their posts. Officer* neglecting «> (j0 |j,|sWill bo charged with disobe.Mgnco of orders.

VII I. No officer in the department has authority to
order or grant iiermiesion to persons to leave the depart¬
ment except the Genera) Commanding, and no person
will be permitted to <. uto to headquarters for the tiane-
actiou of business which can bo transacted from their
post* by mail or telegraph.

IX. N'utw ithsiuuding repeated and minute iuatructiona
respecting tho diaoha go of sold (era on oortlfleate of
disability, paiiors oontlouo to be itnpropeily mado out,
resulting always in luconveniouro, ami generally in puni¬
tive injustice to the soldl«r. In thn oortlticale ol the
.vildier'* account with the government, tho articles of
clothing ho lata received -houid bo elated, and whether
from the state or the United States, with tho price of
each whoti it is known, and a atatessont iut to whether
tho soldier has received the allowance of $3 50 |ier
month lor clothing.

X. No ottlcer in tlio department has power to authorize
the disi barge of siddters for uny cause, except the One-
ral Commending, and uo discharges except those autho¬
rized by hint are valid or vt ill bo recognized by Quarter
masters or Paymasters in Uils departim nl.

XI. The practice ol' otlloora leaving their companies
without authoiity, for tlio iHtrpose of procuring their

bored. Her people havo always been note.I for iuteller,
tual, moral, social and political rallcnlism, and, in the
tierce strifes growing out ot the U^cuasions of those
questions of high national import that have so couvii sod
the mind and heart of the uatiou for the |<asi twenty
years or more, they have individually ami collective v,
as a sovereign people, resolutely contested every
controverted point, and have rarely, if eV.-r,
yMded, either with grace or any semblance
of good will, wheu compelled to submit, as a Siais.
to the superior dictation of national law, wlisu conflicting
with her insensate anti-slavery i.- in. This iruth was oou-

spicuously apparent in the position Vermont assumed in
relation to the execution of the provisions of the Fugitive
Slave law of 1350, openly refusing to respect theeuscf
meet,and by the adoption, iu common with ihs other
New Foglaud States, of the o lious Personal Liberty lulls.
In this viow it was entirely natural to suppose that, if the
sentiments contained in the Ship Island proclamation or
General Phelps were anywhere to m-et with an encourag¬
ing reception and a hearty endorsement, from their
supposed appositenesa to the public convictions of the
State, they would unhesitatingly be met with such evi¬
dences of popular approbation in Vermont, where their
author is best known and appreciated. As the peoplo
of Vermnut now express themselves, and seemingly
feel, so dark a pall as that sugg .sted by this proclama.
lion has never (alien upon the hilly O-mmonwea'th."
They feel, in view of its disustro m sentiments and tho
unworthy reflections they are calculated locust upon the

Brigadier General Phelps, the author of the prnclama.
tlon of December 4 to the loy al citizens of the South-
west, was born In Guilford, the oldest town In Vermont,
and is betwecu forty-live ami Qfty years of age. He gra¬
duated with distinguished honor at the United States
Military Academy twenty-two years ago, and continued
in the army until late in the year 1868, when he resigned,
disgusted with what. he at ihut early day conceived to be
the itefurioiis operations of Hecrotary Floyd,and retired
to private life, in which the outbreak of th war found
him. When the President of the United States mode his
lirst general requisition upon all th» Hutles lor three
months troops General Phelps ul ence tillered his ser¬
vices, and ho went to the Held early in tho contest us
Colonel of iho Second Vermont regiment of three mouths
volunteers. After their term of service had expired he
stilt continued at his pest, end was subsequently made a
Brigalicr General of volunteers.

Liability of Sli 1powiters for Damage
Done to a Cargo by Rata.

Brora the evidence be
fore th eourt, it appear* that the cargo was considerably
damaged on the |*sssg* The answer alleges that this
damage ooourrad, not from any cause for which the bark
or her owners are responsible, hut solely from .'thedau-
gers and acts(lout- of (he sues and navigationin which
terms,'he exception in the bill of lading exempts the
carriers rrom nil tiahilily. It is clear, from the evidence,
that a portion Of the injury was caused by rats gnawing
tho package* This fact wus anticipated by the anawor,
and the latter alleges that duo care was wiarrUed, two
oats being kept on board from tho time tho coffee was
jadou at Rio until It was discharged at New York. The
claimant* insist that, having exercised due care and dill,
gence, tho injury by rat* is withiu tho oxcept ions of the
bill of lading, aud is to be doomed one of the Mangers or
accidents of the sea* and na\ igalioh." On the other
band, the libcllants maintain, as matter of
law, tbit damage to a cut30 by being gnawed
by rate is not a peril of tho sea within the
mount! g of that term or the terms need In
tbls bil.ot lad lag; and that, therefore, the claimants cannot
exempt thetnrelves from liability by showiug that th*y
took cert itn precautions to prevent it. This question oj
the liability of ship owners tor damage done to cargo by
rats, bus boon tho subject of repeatod doctsions by
Courts, and has been oiton discussed by elementary wri-
ers. Opinions have not been uniform la regard to whatshmild bo the rule. The oldest case which has baou gene¬
rally relied on at all Is that of l ale vs. Ilall (1 Wilson R.,
p 281). That was an action in the King's I'oncli, on a

crntrnct to carry. Mr. Justice Burnett, on the trial, a.!-
milted ovldi-ncu to show that rats had gnawed a hole
through tho bottom of tho vessel, by reason of which tho
damage occurred. A verdict was given for the defend
ant and on motion for a new trial ths verdict wus sot
aside fl.ee, ch. 1), remarking that tho ruling below was

clearly wrong. in this the whole Court concurred. By
the report of the case, it appears that the Judge
who tried tho case was in doubt us to the admissibility of

(¦dually liable in a warehouse on lend as in a ship at sea.
Tbf fourth id tiiat the presence ol cats on board, us is
alleged in the present answer, was noduieuce. it is true
that Judge Story states tiiat tho Continental wnterb .u
maritime law, maintain a different doctrine, although lie
says the English law holds the slop liabie. But I do not
midersund him a» endorsing the doctrine ol the foreign
writers, although he does not expressly disherit from it.

The above is the heaviest export statement on

record. Never, even when we were shipping cot¬
ton to Europe at the height of the season, did our

exports exceed four millions in a single week. In¬
cluded among the exports arc $1,890,000 worth of
food shipped to feed the people of Great Britain
and Ireland. But for these shipments food would
rise in Great Britain very considerably.
Money is in better supply, but cau still be lent

at 6 a 7per cent. People who have money 1)ing
idle in bank can readily lend it in Wall street.
Some of the banks are lending more freely than
they were.
The exchange market closed dull. The bankers

sell at 110% for sterling and 6.8% a 11% for francs,
but complain of the slackness of the demand.
Some Englishmen who are remitting their money
to Eerope in view of political uncertainties appear
to bo the chief buyers. Produce bills are more

abundant; but the Trent imbroglio renders bankers
unusually cautious.
Stocks continue dull. There are neither buyers

nor sellers in the market. The leading stocks are
rather scarce than abundant, but speculators for
the rise seem to be awaiting the result of the
diplomatic imbroglio. Wc scarcely remember a

day when so little business was done as to-day. In
prices there arc few changes. At the morning
board to-day Central, Erie and Rock Island fell off
% a % per cent; but in the afternoon the decline
was recovered, and a small further advance was
realized. An impression got abroad in the after¬
noon that Mason and Slidell were going to be de¬
livered up to-morrow, and taken out in the Europa.
We cannot trace it to any reliable source, though,
if we are going to give up the men, the sailing
of the Europa would afl'ord a suitable oppor¬
tunity, and there would be less danger- of a
riot than if they were given to u British
man-of-war. The rumor imparted strength to the
market, whieli closed very firm, the following being
the last quotations:.United States 6's, registered,
1881,86 a 87; United States 6's, coupon, 1881,
89% a 90; United States 6's, coupon, 1874, 80%;

Ways and Means in Congress for raising a revenue

by the issue of a new banking currency is a very
ingenious and symmetrical contrivance; the only
objection to it is that Mr. Chase won't get a dollar
under it. There is no inducement whatever for the
banks to bny 6 per cents of Mr. Chase, and deposit
thein as a basis for new circulation. The banks
have alrendy as much circulation as they want,
and if they hadn't they would bny United States 5
per cents in open market at 80, and deposit them
at Albany.not at Washington.as a basis for cir¬
culating notes. By so doing they w"T5hld avoid the
necessity of keeping 25 per cent of their circula¬
tion in coin in their vaults, as is required by the new
Congressional bill. But this apart, nobody wants
to extend the circulation of the existing banks, or
to set up new ones. The times are not propitious
for such enterprises. Wc can only account for the
Ways and Means project by supposing that
it was drawn by some country member who has
been studying ilnance in books with undue severity,
and has not yet heard that the country is at war,
and the whole bank capital of the North invested
in government securities. It is understood that the
president of a leading city bank is out with a

pamphlet, in which he takes the ground that the
banks cannot stand the present drain of specie.
$9,900,000 in a fortnight.mnch longer, and that
the expenses of the war must be defrayed by the
issue of inconvertible paper money. Something
similar was stated in this column a fortnight since,
and wc are much mistaken if this lias not been Mr.

BEEP. CATTLE.
The fact tbat the general market day at the Washing¬

ton drove yard had to bo changed from Wednesday to
Tuesday, In consequence of the rorurience of the national
holidays, which full on that day, completely upset the
market for beef rattle, and many were disappointed at
the result.
